I. INTRODUCTION 


A, This report is intended to present a provisional list of titles of 
topographic intelligence materials (principally German) for areas within 
the scope of JANIS 40, The materials are now held in the Reference Unit 
of the Division of Map Intelligence and Cartography, Department of State. 
No attempt is made either to evaluate the quality of the materials or to 
discuss the organization of German topographic intelligence agencies.

The report consists of two parts. The first presents a brief descrip- 
tion and a list of regional studies entitled Militargeographische Arbeiten 
(Military Geography Studies) . commonly referred to as Mil-Geo . The second 
part is a list of miscellaneous studies, • including some special studies in 
map form, arranged under general subject headings. 


This report is by no means complete; materials are still being re- 
ceived from abroad. No listing of maps as such has been attempted because 
of the number as yet unprocessed or in shipment.

A. ,A series of regional intelligence studies roughly comparable to the 
JANIS series was published by the Generals tab des Heeres , Abteilung fur 
Kriegskarten und V e rme s sungswe s en ^GeneraJL Staf f of the Armies, Section 
of War Maps and Survey)^'. These studies consist of:

B. Militargeographische Beschreibungen (Mi lit ary- geo graphic Descriptions). 

These are regional studies, with a folder for each consisting of a 
text, a booklet of pictures, and an assortment of maps and city plans, The 
content of each folder varies with the significance and complexity of the 
region, ‘as well as with the amount of data available to the Germans at the 
time of compilation. 


1, A small group of scientists were organized as the Nautisch- 
Wissenschaftliche Abteilung (known as Mar-Geo ) , Amtsgruppe Nautik , of 
the Oberkommando der Kriegsmarine to construct special maps of selected 
coastal areas". The net volume of work completed was small. Some were 
published under a Mar-Geo credit line, and some were prepared for other 
agencies. Preliminary field reports indicate that only one study has 
been completed of possible reference to JANIS 40, namely, Mar-Geo Karte 
von Finland 1:100,000 in ten sheets, 1944* Three manuscript map studies 
on the Baltic Coast were completed but not printed. None of these studies 
has appeared as yet in the United States. 
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Each folder includes a text dealing briefly with such items as the 
state, . terrain, soil, climate, hydrography, population, economy, and trans- 
portation. This may be followed by a description of the subregion, including 
the above ^ physical and cultural elements. Usually appended are tables (some 
with a brief description) of hydrographic features, important populated 
places, and alphabetical names. 

Maps at a scale of 1:1,000,000 or less are included invariably for such 
topics as topography, hydrography, roads, railroads, and telecommunications. 
City plans or sketches of the most important cities or towns are included. 

In addition other maps are added in some studies, for such elements as vege- 
tation, terrain evaluation for operations, industry, population density, and 
nationalities. Through-city sketches often are arranged and presented in 
booklet form.

C. Militargeographische Karten . 

Military-geographic data are indicated by colored overprints on unre- 
vised topographic maps. Special symbols and script analyze difficulties of 
terrain and conditions of the communications network, and point up objects 
of military importance. Marginal texts supplement the overprint by a 
general description of data which may be important for troops within the 
area of .the map. Important objects are listed together with a brief 
description. 


On the reverse side are printed large-scale inset maps or plans of 
the most important cities or other significant areas occuring within the 
sheet. These are treated in the above-described manner r 
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1. Durchgangigkeit des Kaukasus, 1:500,000 . 

Eleven sheets comprise a series analyzing the highway system of the 
Caucasus in all its. detail. The network is classified according to struc- 
ture, and all bridges, passes, tunnels are noted and described. The high- 
ways are analyzed with reference to their suitability for motorized and 
other vehicular traffic. This series has been supplemented by an 11-sheet 
set at 1:100,000 entitled Die Hochgebjrgspasse im Zentral-Kaukasus and one 
sheet also at 1:100,000 entitled Die Hochgebirgspasse im West-Kaukasus 
Zwischen Marchuska und Nacharpass . None of these supplements' has yet been 
seen.

D. Militargeographische Plane, gtadtplane, Bildplanskizzen un d 
Stadtplanskizzen. (Military- geographic Plans, City* Plans, Sketch Plans 
from Airphotos, and City Plan Sketches). 

1. Mil-Geo Plans contain additional information on militarily 
important objects. 

2. City Plans contain no additional information except names of 
streets and thorof ares , 

3* Sketches from Airphotos were reproduced when other source materials 
were lacking. Sometimes mil-geo objects are shown. 

4* City Plan Sketches were done by enlarging, available^ materials which 
were not completely to scale. 

A variety of these plans, obtained largely from the Mil-Geo f older s> is on 
file at the Division. 


Ill . MISCELLANEOUS STUDIES 

The materials listed below have been taken from German military 
installations. Most of them are German intelligence studies prepared for 
the armed forces . a few are non-German reference sources obtained at the 
same time. 

The reports include German publications as well as German translations 
of Russian, Polish, and Ukrainian documents. A number of the titles are in 
manuscript form. 

A number of agencies are represented, including those of the German High 
Command, the German Luftwaffe, the German Navy, the polish Military. Geographic 
Institute, and' the General Staff of the Red Army, 

Titles are arranged under a subject classification; some studies include 
several topics, however, and could properly be placed under one of several 
headings .
